Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  affairs  of  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1969  with  certain  additional  information  to 
indicate  the  financial  relationship  between  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area  Municipalities 
and  various  Metropolitan  boards,  commissions,  and  other  bodies  directly  dealing  with  education, 
police  protection,  licensing,  planning,  housing,  conservation,  public  transit,  libraries,  and  employee 
pensions. 


The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  (Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1960,  Chap.  260, 
as  amended),  provided  in  1953  for  the  federation  of  the  13  Municipalities  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Area  for  certain  financial  and  other  puqooses.  By  this  Act  the  inhabitants  of  these  “Area  Municipalities” 
were  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  “The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto”. 
In  1966,  major  revisions  were  made  under  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act, 
1966,  which  resulted  in  the  original  13  “Area  Municipalities”  being  consolidated  on  January  1,  1967, 
into  6  “Area  Municipalities,”  as  indicated  hereunder: 


Borough  of  East  York  —  formerly  Township  of  East  York  and  Town  of  Leaside; 

Borough  of  Etobicoke  —  formerly  Township  of  Etobicoke,  Village  of  Long  Branch,  Town  of 
Mimico  and  Town  of  New  Toronto; 

Borough  of  North  York  —  formerly  Township  of  North  York; 

Borough  of  Scarborough  —  formerly  Township  of  Scarborough; 

City  of  Toronto  —  formerly  City  of  Toronto,  Village  of  Forest  Hill  and  Village  of  Swansea; 
Borough  of  York  —  fonnerly  Township  of  York  and  Town  of  Weston; 


and  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  certain  major 
services  fonnerly  provided  by  the  “Area  Municipalities”,  as  well  as  additional  responsibilities  with 
respect  to  the  financing  of  educational  costs.  These  matters  are  commented  upon  in  some  detail  in 
the  succeeding  text. 


Protection  to  Persons  and  Property  (See  Pages  57  and  61) 


Services  classified  as  “Protection  to  Persons  and  Property”  include  Police,  Licensing,  and  Am¬ 
bulance  Services.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  responsibility  for  fire  fighting  sendees  has 
not  be  transferred  from  the  Area  Municipalities  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

Though  the  following  items  of  expenditures  are  shown  on  page  57  of  this  Report,  a  better 
understanding  of  tire  nature  of  these  expenditures  is  gained  from  the  explanatory  notes  hereunder. 


Expenditures  in  1969  for  Protection  to  Persons  and  Property:

In  abatement  of  the  above  expenses,  provision  was  made  for  the  receipt  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  of  $2,261,313  from  the  Provincial  Government,  as  follows,  —  $506,413  for  policing 
services  to  liquor  outlets,  and  $1,754,900  towards  the  cost  of  providing  emergency  ambulance 
service.  With  respect  to  the  ambulance  service,  the  Provincial  contribution  is  100%  of  the  eligible 
expenditure. 

Other  Revenues  amounted  to  $5,871,396  of  which  the  major  items  were  $1,261,097  from  Court 
fines  and  fees  for  infractions  of  municipal  by-laws,  $2,684,399  from  Parking  Violation  Tags,  and 
$1,221, 0S2  from  General  Licenses  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Licensing  Commission. 

Metrowide  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  Department  of  Emergency  Services  as  a 
separate  division  of  that  Department.  In  1969,  102,000  calls  for  ambulance  service  were  received, 
as  compared  to  84,000  calls  in  1968. 

Health.  Welfare  and  Housing  (See  pages  55  and  59) 

The  Department  of  Welfare  responsibilities  are  to  administer  public  welfare  assistance  under 
the  Genera]  Welfare  Assistance  Act,  to  operate  day  care  centres  and  hostels;  to  provide  home¬ 
makers  and  nurses  services,  hospitalization,  and  nursing  home  care  services  to  indigents,  etc. 

The  Department  of  Housing  major  responsibilities  are  construction  and  operation  of  Homes 
for  the  Aged;  management  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited;  operation  of 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Registry,  administration  of  realty  tax  subsidies  and  public 
housing  loss  sharing  agreements;  etc. 

(a)  Hospitalization 

Though  the  term  “Health”  has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  caption  for  the  classification  of  ex¬ 
penditures  herein,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a  Metropolitan  function,  it  refers  generally  to  hospitali¬ 
zation  for  indigents  and  hospital  building  grants,  rather  than  to  public  health  services  such  as  medical 
and  dental  services,  public  health  nursing,  food  inspections,  etc.,  which  remain  the  responsibility  of 
the  Area  Municipalities. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICES  DIVISION  CENTRAL  CONTROL 
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Net  expenditures  for  hospitalization  of  indi gents  amounted  to  $241,049  in  1969  as  compared 
with  $241,079  in  196S.  Hospital  construction  grants  are  calculated  at  50%  of  the  regular  provincial 
grant  in  respect  of  hospital  construction  in  Metropolitan  Toronto.  Generally,  any  grant  by  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  in  excess  of  $100,000  is  paid  in  five  equal  annual  instalments.  In  1969, 
a  total  of  $1,436,969  in  grants  was  distributed  to  hospitals  as  compared  with  $1,636, 60S  in  1968. 


(b)  Welfare

(i)  General  Welfare  Assistance 

This  assistance  provides  a  person  in  need  and  his  dependents  with  funds  to  meet 
expenditures  for  food,  clothing,  utilities,  household  supplies,  shelter  and  fuel.  Provincial 
reimbursement  of  80%  of  the  general  assistance  granted,  within  specified  limits,  is  made 
to  the  Corporation.  In  die  case  of  special  assistance,  the  grant  is  50%  of  the  cost.  Special 
assistance  covers  generally  die  provision  of  prescription  drugs,  travel  and  transportation 
allowance,  funerals  and  burials,  dental  service,  optical  service,  prosthetic  appliances,  voca¬ 
tional  training,  and  a  comfort  allowance  for  nursing  home  residents. 

(ii)  Day  Care  Centres  and  Nursery  Schools 

At  December  31,  1969,  Metropolitan  Toronto  operated  facilities  which  provided  die 
following  types  of  child  care: 

Day  Care  —  For  children  aged  2  to  9  years  who  are  accommodated  between  die  hours 
of  7:30  a. m.  and  6  p.m.  with  school  children  being  escorted  to  and  from  school 
during  the  school  term.  This  service  provided  155,623  child-days  care  in  1969  at 
13  locations.  Six  additional  centres  will  be  opened  in  1970. 

Nursery  School  —  For  children  aged  2  to  4  years  who  attend  for  one-half  day  in  the 
morning  or  afternoon.  This  service  provided  20,168  child-days  care  at  2  locations 
within  public  housing  developments. 

Fees  for  children  vary  with  die  financial  resources  of  the  parents  with  a  maximum 
charge  of  $5.37  per  child  per  day  for  day  care,  and  a  maximum  charge  of  15  cents  per 
child  per  day  for  nursery  schools. 

In  addition  to  Metropolitan  owned  centres,  there  are  financial  arrangements  made  with 
private  day  care  centres  and  nursery  schools  to  assist  them  in  providing  tiiese  services.  In 
1969,  a  total  of  $282,044  was  paid  to  38  such  private  agencies,  which  provided  45,578 
child-days  care  at  24  day  care  centres  and  28,814  child-days  care  at  14  nursery  schools. 

Under  the  Day  Nurseries  Act,  Metropolitan  Toronto  receives  80%  of  die  approved 
costs  in  connection  with  die  operation,  maintenance,  renovation  or  assistance  provided  to 
day  care  centres  and  nursery  schools.  A  feature  of  the  legislation,  however,  restricts  die 
Provincial  subsidy  in  respect  of  payments  to  private  day  care  centres  and  nursery  schools 
to  cover  only  those  children  whose  parents  establish  financial  need. 


(iii)  Homemakers  and  Nurses  Services 

A  gross  expenditure  of  $530,193  was  incurred  by  the  Metropolitan  Coiporation  in 
1969  for  the  provision  of  homemaker  and  nursing  services  to  indigent  persons  through  four 
organizations  —  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  Visiting  Homemakers  Association,  St.  Elizabeth 
Visiting  Nurses  and  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society. 

Under  die  Homemakers  and  Nurses  Services  Act,  the  Province  reimburses  die  muni¬ 
cipality  to  the  extent  of  80%  of  eligible  expenditures. 

(iv)  Nursing  Home  Care  Services 

This  service  is  provided  for  indigent  persons  in  licensed  Private  Nursing  Homes. 

During  1969,  die  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  maximum  per  diem  rate  paid  to  Private 
Nursing  Homes  for  persons  placed  therein,  was  $9.50,  and  1,741  patients  received  320,059 
days  care.  The  Province  reimburses  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  80%  of  the  eligible 
expenditure. 


(c)  Payment  to  Children’s  Aid  Societies 

Under  die  Child  Welfare  Act,  1965,  die  Provincial  Government  has  responsibility  for  payment 
to  Children’s  Aid  Societies  of  100  per  cent  of  die  costs  of  services  for  children  of  unmarried  modiers 
and  40  per  cent  of  the  costs  of  services  for  other  children  in  dieir  care;  die  remaining  60  per 
cent  of  the  latter  costs  being  met  as  a  municipal  expense.  In  1969,  expenditure  for  this  purpose 
was  $3,557,814,  compared  to  $3,621,295  in  1968,  a  decrease  of  $63,481. 


(d)  Homes  for  the  Aged 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  statutorily  required  to  erect  and  maintain  Homes  for  die  Aged 
and  is  empowered  to  do  so  either  within  or  outside  the  Metropolitan  Area.  In  1969,  die  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  operated  six  Homes  for  the  Aged,  viz.,  “Lambert  Lodge”,  “Hilltop  Acres”,  and 
“Fudger  Home”  in  the  City  of  Toronto;  “Kipling  Acres”  in  Etobicoke;  “Bendale  Acres”  in  Scarbor¬ 
ough  and  “Greenacres”  located  at  Newmarket,  Ontario,  with  a  total  capacity  for  2,552  residents. 
Gross  operating  expenditures  amounted  to  $9,245,325  and  after  recoveries  of  $3,897,774  from  resi¬ 
dents,  $118,491  sundry  revenues,  and  $3,647,930  from  Provincial  Government  grants,  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation’s  net  operating  cost  was  $1,581,130.  (Cummer  House,  a  new  399  bed  home  in  Norili 
York,  was  opened  in  1970). 


(e)  Housing 

(i)  Elderly  Persons  Housing 

Under  the  auspices  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited  formed 
in  1954,  apartments  have  been  built  (4,826  suites)  or  acquired  (242  suites)  for  elderly  per¬ 
sons  of  limited  means.  Other  projects  (1,821  suites)  have  been  approved  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Council  and  1,032  of  these  units  are  presently  under  construction. 

The  introduction  of  hotel-type  accommodation  at  the  Robert  J.  Smith  Apartments  (102 
suites)  and  also  at  Willowdale  Manor  (86  suites),  has  enabled  the  Housing  Company  to 
provide  an  additional  service,  with  residents  maintaining  independent  living  quarters  and 
at  the  same  time  taking  their  meals  in  the  dining  room,  a  facility  which  is  also  open  to 
the  residents  of  the  regular  type  apartments  if  desired  by  them. 


The  capital  cost  of  each  of  the  Housing  Company’s  projects,  as  approved  by  the 
Metropolitan  Council,  is  financed  mainly  by  a  first  mortgage  loan  made  under  The  National 
Housing  Act,  through  the  agency  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation,  of 
up  to  90%  of  the  lending  value  of  the  project  as  determined  by  tiiat  Corporation.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  die  Province  of  Ontario  makes  a  grant  under  The  Elderly  Persons’  Housing  Aid  Act 
at  die  rate  of  $500.00  per  suite  or  50%  of  that  part  of  the  capital  cost  which  is  not  financed 
by  the  mortgage  loan,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  provides 
temporary  financing  during  construction  pending  receipt  of  the  mortgage  advances  and 
the  Provincial  grant,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  capital  costs  exceeds  these  receipts,  the 
balance  remains  as  a  permanent  advance  to  the  Housing  Company  bearing  interest  generally 
at  the  same  rate  as  the  mortgage  loan,  subject  to  a  limit  of  5%  per  annum.  At  the  expiry  of 
die  mortgage  loan,  the  permanent  advance  is  discharged  by  transfer  to  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  of  title  in  the  land  and  premises  of  the  project  for  the  sum  of  $1.00. 


In  the  case  of  die  Robert  J.  Smidi  Apartments,  the  Province  of  Ontario,  dirough  the 
Ontario  Housing  Corporation,  paid  a  grant  of  $1,000  per  suite  ($520,000  in  total),  to  be  used 
to  reduce  the  financing  by  way  of  the  C.M.H.C.  mortgage.  The  savings  from  such  reduc¬ 
tion  are  set  aside  at  the  rate  of  $30,474  annually  in  a  rent  reduction  fund  and  used  to  subsi¬ 
dize  rentals  for  those  tenants  unable  to  pay  the  rentals  set  out  in  the  operating  agreement. 
In  addition  to  the  $520,000  grant  a  subsidy  of  $259,521  under  the  Winter  Works  Incentive 
Program  was  received  for  this  project.

No  permanent  advance  to  the  Housing  Company  was  made  for  Kinsmen  Manor  nor 
Beaches  Lions  Centennial  Apartments  since  die  financing  of  these  two  projects,  other  than 
the  C.M.H.C.  loan,  was  done  by  the  Kinsmen  Club  and  the  Beaches  Lions  Club  respectively. 
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The  seventeen  projects  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Co.  Ltd.,  listed  above  are 
subsidized  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  realty  taxes  in  excess  of  $25.00 
per  suite  per  year,  which  resulted  in  an  expenditure  of  $423,448  in  1969.  In  conformity  with 
this  policy  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  also  assumed  die  payment  of  realty  taxes  in  excess 
of  $25.00  a  suite,  amounting  to  $46,205  in  1969,  in  respect  of  accommodation  provided 
under  the  National  Housing  Act  by  Canadian  Legion  Toronto  Homes  in  Nordi  York  for 
elderly  veterans,  (142  suites)  and  by  Woodgreen  Community  Centre  Towers  Inc.,  for  elderly 
persons  (160  suites). 

Since  1966,  all  agreements  between  the  Company  and  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
with  respect  to  future  projects  provide  that  the  Municipality  assumes  50%  of  all  operating 
deficits  rather  than  paying  100%  of  the  taxes  over  $25.00  per  suite  per  year.  Eight  projects 
have  been  completed  under  this  plan,  and  three  are  under  construction,  as  shown  hereunder:

The  first  eight  projects  are  occupied,  and  the  financial  data  shown  is  preliminary 
actual.  The  financial  data  for  die  remaining  three  projects  under  construction,  are  esti¬ 
mates,  which  were  established  prior  to  actual  construction. 

Expenditures  incurred  by  die  Metropolitan  Corporation,  which  are  not  included  in 
the  above  statements,  in  respect  of  land  conveyed  to  the  Housing  Company  for  apartment 
sites,  totalled  $840,167  as  at  December  31,  1969. 

(ii)  Low  Rental  Family  Housing 

Prior  to  the  creation  of  die  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  in  1964,  the  basis  of  finan¬ 
cial  participation,  for  the  provision  of  low  rental  family  housing  was:  Federal  Government 
(through  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation)  —  75%;  Provincial  Government  — 
17%%;  and  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  —  7%%;  of  the  capital  cost  (with  an 
equivalent  equity)  and  any  operating  losses  or  surpluses  after  provision  for  payment  of 
municipal  taxes.  Projects  undertaken  on  this  basis  were  Lawrence  Heights  (617  units), 
Scarlettwood  (150  units),  Warden  Woods  (347  units),  and  Thistletown  (309  units).  In  addi¬ 
tion,  464  units  were  constructed  at  Lawrence  Heights  on  a  municipal  tax  subsidy  basis 
(same  ratio  of  taxes  as  Federal-Provincial  contribution  for  rent  reduction  is  to  full  economic 
rent).  These  projects  will  be  continued  as  Partnership  projects  under  the  management  of 
the  Ontario  Housing  Corporation. 


The  Ontario  Housing  Coqioration  was  established  with  broad  powers  to  provide  public 
housing,  including  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing,  throughout  the  province.  Capital  fin¬ 
ancing  of  housing  projects  undertaken  by  the  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  is  on  the  basis 
of  90%  loan  from  the  Federal  Government  (through  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Cor¬ 
poration)  and  a  loan  of  the  remaining  10%  of  the  capital  cost  by  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
such  loans  being  repaid  with  interest  amortized  over  a  period  of  50  years.  Though  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  will  continue  to  participate  to  the  extent  of  7%  %  of  the  operating 
deficits  or  surpluses  calculated  after  provision  for  amortization  of  the  loans  from  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  balance  of  92%  %  being  shared  by  the 
Federal  Government  (50%)  and  the  Province  of  Ontario  (42%%),  it  will  have  no  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  initial  financing  of  capital  costs  other  than  any  balance  of  the  cost  of  sites, 
including  clearance,  acquired  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  low  cost  housing  in 
excess  of  amounts  which  the  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  meets  as  part  of  the  capital 
cost  of  such  projects. 

A  Housing  Needs  Study  in  1969,  partially  financed  by  Metropolitan  Toronto  indicated 
the  need  for  a  minimum  of  35,000  new  housing  units  between  1971  and  19S1,  after  the 
current  program  of  the  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  is  completed  in  1970.  In  fulfillment 
of  the  current  programs  10,766  dwelling  imits  have  been  provided,  2,907  were  under  con¬ 
struction,  and  3,422  were  under  development  as  at  May  31,  1970. 

Furthermore,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  undertaken  to  share  equally  with  the 
City  of  Toronto,  the  municipal  cost  of  the  public  housing  part  of  the  Alexandra  Park 
Redevelopment  Project  which  is  now  well  underway  and  also  the  Trefann  Court  Redevelop¬ 
ment  which  is  in  its  preliminary  phase.  In  addition  die  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  shar¬ 
ing  equally  with  the  City  of  Toronto  the  25%  municipal  share  of  urban  renewal  studies 
for  the  Kensington  area  and  die  Don  Vale  area.  It  should  be  noted  that  Metropolitan 
Toronto  has  the  highest  ratio  of  public  housing  of  any  major  urban  area  in  Canada,  at 
10.7  units  per  1,000  population. 

(f)  Other  Welfare  Matters 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  made  a  grant  of  $130,000  in  1969  to  The  Toronto  Transit  Com¬ 
mission  towards  the  cost  of  providing  free  transportation  for  blind  persons  and  war  amputees. 

Odier  major  grants  in  1969  were  $80,850  toward  die  cost  of  construction  of  the  Jewish  Home 
for  the  Aged  and  $50,000  to  assist  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Catholic  Children’s  Aid  Society  to 
construct  branch  offices. 

Section  258  of  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  empowers  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  to  make  annual  grants  not  exceeding  a  sum  calculated  at  one-tenth  of  one  mill  in  the 
dollar  upon  the  total  assessment  upon  which  die  Metropolitan  levy  is  apportioned  among  die  area 
municipalities  to  institutions,  associations  and  persons  carrying  on  or  engaged  in  works  that  in  the 
opinion  of  Metropolitan  Council  are  for  the  general  advantage  of  die  inhabitants  of  the  Metropolitan 
Area  and  for  which  grant  or  grants  there  is  no  express  authority  provided  by  any  odier  Act.  Grants 
of  this  nature  in  1969  to  organizations  widi  Health  and  Welfare  functions,  amounted  to  $193,970. 
Further  grants  under  this  statutory  authority  are  shown  in  diis  report  under  the  following  classifica¬ 
tions:  Recreation  and  Community  Services  —  $356,528  and  Administration  General  —  $500. 

Roads  and  Traffic  (See  pages  56  and  59) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  only  for  roads  designated  as  part  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Roads  System  and  generally  speaking  these  roads  are  major  traffic  arteries,  and  for  main¬ 
tenance  of  traffic  control  signals  on  all  roads  in  Metropolitan  Toronto. 


Current  expenditures  in  1969  amounted  to  $29,796,212  of  which  $12,637,196  was  for  operations 
and  $17,159,016  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debt.  It  may  be  noted 
that  the  operational  expenditures  include  $6,174,233  for  roadway  and  bridge  maintenance,  including 
winter  maintenance,  $1,26S,724  for  traffic  control  signal  maintenance,  and  $728,943  for  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  share  of  costs  of  the  Toronto  and  York  Roads  Commission,  (25%  of  maintenance  and  con¬ 
struction  costs  of  County  Roads  and  a  portion  of  administrative  expenses).  The  Provincial  grant 
of  $4,940,356  represents  50%  of  approved  maintenance  expenditures  on  roads,  pavement  markings, 
signs  and  traffic  signal  equipment. 

A  UNIVAC  1107  computer,  installed  in  1963,  is  progressively  taking  over  control  of  all  traffic 
control  signals  within  the  Metropolitan  Area.  This  system  has  significantly  improved  traffic  flow 
resulting  in  considerable  savings  in  roads  and  intersection  improvements.  At  December  31,  1969, 
89%  of  all  traffic  signals  were  under  computer  control.  This  computer  also  continued  to  be  used 
in  1969  for  a  Transportation  Research  Programme  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Board. 

Capital  expenditures  on  roads  projects  in  1939  were  $24,373,929,  towards  which  there  were 
Provincial  grants  of  $11,549,829  and  other  contributions  of  $316,741.  With  respect  to  works  in 
progress,  it  is  estimated  that  further  capital  expenditures  of  $366,970,000  will  be  required  for  their 
completion,  with  $139,320,000  of  this  sum  to  be  expended  within  die  next  5  years.  It  is  anticipated 
diat  a  provincial  subsidy  of  approximately  50%  of  the  cost  will  be  received  on  diis  programme. 
Summarized  below  is  the  status  of  works  in  progress  as  at  December  31,  1969:

Sewage  System  (Water  Pollution  Control)  (See  pages  56  and  59) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  all  sewage 
treatment  plants  and  sanitary  trunk  sewers.  Current  expenditures  on  this  account  amounted  to 
$12,427,691  in  1969  of  which  $5,840,381  was  for  general  operating  costs,  $6,530,182  was  for  prin¬ 
cipal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debt,  and  $57,128  was  for  payment  to  die 
Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  debt  service 
on  a  sewage  treatment  plant  and  sanitary  trunk  sewer  located  in  the  Town  of  Mississauga. 

Capital  expenditures  amounted  to  $8,369,408  in  1969.  With  respect  to  works  in  progress,  it  is 
estimated  that  further  capital  expenditures  of  $48,6S6,000  will  be  required  to  complete  projects 
in  progress,  of  which  sum,  $47,250,000  will  be  expended  in  die  next  5  years  for  trunk  sewers  and 
for  sewage  treatment  plants,  including  enlargement  of  die  treatment  plants  at  Ashbridge’s  Bay  and 
the  Humber  River. 

Under  the  National  Housing  Act,  die  Government  of  Canada  is  empowered  to  make  loans 
dirough  die  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  to  municipalities  to  assist  in  the  con¬ 
struction  or  expansion  of  approved  water  pollution  control  projects  and  partial  financing  (approxi¬ 
mately  $43,000,000  to  June  30,  1970)  of  a  number  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  sewage  projects 
has  been  effected  in  this  manner.  Such  loans,  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  die  project, 
are  repayable  with  interest  at  current  rates  determined  on  the  basis  of  Federal  financing,  over  a 
period  not  in  excess  of  50  years.  Such  borrowing  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  been  for 
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a  maximum  of  20  years.  Where  a  project  is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Central  Mortgage 
and  Housing  Corporation,  repayment  is  forgiven  of  25%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  and 
25%  of  the  interest  accrued  in  respect  of  die  loan  as  of  die  date  of  completion  of  the  project. 
Provision  was  made  in  1969  for  forgiveness  of  $1,449,122  of  principal  and  $85,701  accrued  interest 
in  respect  of  such  loans  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

In  1958,  the  Metropolitan  Council  approved  of  a  uniform  basis  for  the  collection  of  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  imposts  by  the  Area  Municipalities  from  subdividers,  for  remittance  to  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration,  in  accordance  with  individual  agreements  between  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  die 
Area  Municipalities. 

Under  the  terms  of  such  agreements,  the  Metropolitan  Corporarion  undertakes  construction  of 
certain  sewage  works  and  the  Area  Municipalities  agree  not  to  approve  the  sub-division  of  any  lands 
lying  within  their  boundaries  unless  and  until  the  subdivider  has  paid  or  undertaken  to  pay  to  the  Area 
Municipalty  the  following  amounts  for  sewage  facilities  in  respect  of  such  lands: 

$2.50  per  foot  frontage  for  residential  lands  and  commercial  lands,  other  than  shopping  centres, 

$250.00  per  acres  for  all  industrial  lands  and  commercial  lands  designated  as  shopping  centres, 

$50.00  per  unit  for  multiple-occupancy  dwellings  plus  $545.00  per  acre  for  any  lands  upon  which 
such  dwellings  are  to  be  erected. 

The  agreements  provide  that  the  above  imposts  are  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  to  constitute  a  special  fund  to  provide  firstly  for  the  payment  of  any  undebentured 
amount  of  the  capital  cost  of  sewage  works  and/or  secondly  for  the  repayment  of  the  debentures, 
if  any,  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  the  construction  of  sewage  works.  Sewage 
treatment  imposts  received  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  under  the  above  agreements  exceeded 
$13,000,000  to  the  end  of  1969.  Metropolitan  Council  in  1969  authorized  a  review  of  these  agree¬ 
ments  which  is  still  underway. 

Refuse  Disposal  (See  pages  55  and  59) 

In  carrying  out  this  responsibility,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  may  acquire  and  use  land 
within  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Area  and  may  erect,  maintain  and  operate  buildings, 
structures,  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  purposes  of  receiving,  dumping  and  disposal  of  all 
domestic  and  industrial  waste,  and  may  contract  with  any  person  for  such  purposes.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  responsibility  for  collection  of  waste  remains  with  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Current  expenditures  for  1969  totalled  $5,685,546,  including  $2,868,737  for  incineration  ex¬ 
penses,  $1,076,972  for  landfill  areas  and  transfer  stations,  and  $1,029,529  for  debenture  debt  charges. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1969  amounted  to  $255,729,  of  which  $247,529  was  for  acquisition  and 
development  of  the  Beare  Road  and  Thackeray  sanitary  landfill  sites. 

Recreation  and  Community  Services  (See  pages  57  and  60) 

Park  lands  under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  at  present  approximate  7,078  acres 
and  include  die  Toronto  Islands  (assumed  subject  to  expiry  or  purchase  of  existing  leases),  Don 
Valley  Golf  Course,  Humber  Valley  Golf  Course,  Riverdale  Zoo,  Exhibition  Park  and  flood  plain 
lands  acquired  by  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority  in  the  Highland 
Creek,  Black  Creek,  Don  River,  Rouge  River  and  Plumber  River  Valleys.  Region  Conservation 
Authority  whereby  the  Authority  obtains  and  registers  in  its  own  name  all  such  lands  necessary 
for  the  carrying  out  of  conservation  schemes  widi  respect  thereto,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
undertakes  to  develop  and  maintain  those  lands  which  it  deems  to  have  park  potential,  and  the 
Authority  retains  control  of  all  odier  lands  acquired  by  it  for  the  schemes,  including  all  aspects 
of  the  river  channels,  flood  control,  river  protection,  erosion  control,  and  dams.  (See  next  section 
— “U  nclassified”). 


The  Metropolitan  Corporation  acquired  title  to  Exhibition  Park,  including  buildings  thereon 
and  lands  created  by  fill  to  the  south,  as  at  December  1,  1965.  An  agreement  with  the  Canadian 
National  Exhibition  Association  provides,  among  other  things,  for  the  continued  operation  by 
the  Association  of  an  annual  Exhibition  which  has  been  held  each  year  since  1879,  with  the 
exception  of  the  years  1942  to  1946  when  the  buildings  and  the  grounds  were  in  use  by  the 
Canadian  armed  forces.  In  1969,  die  attendance  of  3,188,500  was  55,000  lower  than  the  previous 
year. 

Responsibility  for  financing  the  Exhibition’s  current  operations  including  normal  maintenance 
of  all  buildings  and  structures  lies  with  the  Association.  Rehabilitation  or  modernization  of  build¬ 
ings  and  structures  as  well  as  park  maintenance  expenditures  are  met  by  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion.  A  1969  surplus  of  $607,271  from  the  Association’s  operations  was  applied  against  an  ac¬ 
cumulated  deficit  of  $606,066  leaving  a  net  surplus  of  $1,205,  which  was  paid  to  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation.  Expenditures  by  Metropolitan  Toronto  in  1969  for  debenture  debt  charges  were 
$1,246,500. 


Current  expenditures  in  1969  for  Recreation  and  Community  Services,  excluding  the  Canadian 
National  Exhibition,  amounted  to  $8,110,841  of  which  $1,781,548  was  for  principal  and  interest 
charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debt.  Revenues  amounted  to  $671,124  from  rentals,  green  fees, 
concessions,  etc.  and  $347,017  in  respect  of  die  Island  Ferry  service. 

Grants  aggregating  $356,528  have  been  classified  under  this  caption  including  $67,713  to  the 
Community  Folk  Art  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto,  $50,000  to  The  Toronto  Symphony,  and 
$30,000  each  to  the  Canadian  Opera  Association  of  Toronto,  and  the  National  Ballet  Guild  of 
Canada. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1969  amounted  to  $1,215,903  for  development  of  lands  for  park  and 
recreational  purposes,  including  a  new  Zoological  Park  site,  the  modernization  of  die  electrical 
system  in  Exhibition  Park,  and  settlements  in  termination  of  Island  leases  and  other  parkland  ac¬ 
quisition. 

On  August  8,  196S,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and 
The  Performing  Arts  Corporation  Limited  which  provides  for  the  acquisition  by  Metropolitan 
Toronto  of  die  O’Keefe  Centre  for  the  Performing  Arts,  upon  payment  of  $2,750,000  in  ten  equal 
annual  instalments  commencing  in  1968.  Subsequently,  a  Board  of  Management  was  appointed 
by  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  has  responsibility  for  die  management,  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  O’Keefe  Centre.  Payments  on  behalf  of  the  O  Keefe  Centre  in  1969  were  $696,977,  repre- 
sendng  $275,001  for  second  instalment  on  purchase  of  land  and  lease  of  building,  $397,546  for 
realty  taxes,  and  $24,430  for  operating  deficit. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Library  Board  is  composed  of  one  person  appointed  by  the  Council 
of  each  Area  Municipality  (who  may  be  a  member  of  an  area  library  board),  the  Chairman  of 
Metropolitan  Council  one  person  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  and  one 
person  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board.  The  appointed  members  hold  office 
for  a  diree  year  term. 

The  major  function  of  this  Board  is  to  develop  central  and  regional  library  services  and  co¬ 
ordinate  local  library  facilides.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Metropolitan  Council,  the  Board 
may  acquire  land  and  erect  buildings.  The  Met  opolitan  Corporation  is  empowered  to  borrow 
money  and  issue  debentures  for  the  puqmse  of  t  ie  Board.  On  the  request  of  the  Board,  the 


Metropolitan  Council  may  assume  any  land  or  building  vested  in  an  Area  Municipality  or  an  Area 
Board  and  used  for  public  library  purposes  without  compensation  except  to  provide  funds  to  meet 
future  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debts.  The  annual  operating  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Board  subject  to  Metropolitan  Council  approval,  are  levied  against  all  Area 
Municipalities. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Library  Board  operates  a  Central  Reference  Library,  a  Music  Library, 
a  Municipal  and  Business  Reference  Library,  and  a  Languages  and  Literature  Centre. 

The  1969  net  requirements  of  $2,182,912  was  paid  to  the  Board  whose  financial  statements 
are  shown  on  pages  76  and  77. 

Unclassified  (See  pages  57  and  61) 

Expenditures  and  revenues  commented  on  hereunder,  for  various  reasons,  cannot  be  grouped 
for  broad  functional  classification. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority,  is  responsible  for  a  conservation 
programme  which  embraces  all  natural  resources  including  water,  land,  forest,  wildlife,  and  recrea¬ 
tion,  in  a  total  area  of  950  square  miles  within  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  adjacent  municipalities. 
The  total  net  municipal  levy  of  the  Authority  for  current  purposes  and  for  capital  purposes 
designated  as  for  the  benefit  of  all  constituent  municipalities,  i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government 
grants  and  sundry  revenues,  amounted  to  $954,634  in  1969,  of  which  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  share  of  $889,616  was  met  as  a  current  expense.  On  June  14,  1961,  agreements  were  signed 
between  the  Government  of  Canada,  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and 
Region  Conservation  Authority  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  a  comprehensive  programme 
of  flood  control  and  water  conservation  for  the  major  watersheds  within  the  Authority’s  juris¬ 
diction,  the  net  costs  of  which  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  during  the  ten  years  commencing 
1961  amounts  to  $9,119,979.  Expenditures  thereon  in  1969  amounted  to'  $801,573  which,  together 
with  net  costs  of  $209,842  on  account  of  other  approved  conservation  schemes,  for  which  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto  is  the  sole  beneficiary,  were  met  as  capital  expenditures. 

Financial  items  amounted  to  $2,299,206  including  $1,594,332  for  interest  to  temporarily  finance 
current  expenditures  pending  levy  payments  from  the  Area  Municipalities  and  capital  expenditures 
pending  debenture  issuance,  and  $654,546  for  premium  on  purchase  of  U.S.  funds  to  meet  debt 
charges  payable  in  the  U.S.  on  debentures  issued  for  general  purposes.  These  costs  were  offset 
to  the  extent  of  $1,632,316  by  interest  earned  on  the  temporary  investment  of  funds  on  hand  from 
time  to  time. 

Expenditures  for  emergency  measures  in  1969  amounted  to  $313,483  of  which  $261,287  was 
recoverable  by  way  of  government  grants. 

Grants  under  this  heading  amounted  to  $443,000  including  $75,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Industrial  Commission,  $104,000  to  the  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau  of  Metropolitan  Toronto, 
the  final  instalment  of  $240,000  on  account  of  a  $2,400,000  grant  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
National  Fund,  and  the  initial  instalment  of  $24,000  on  account  of  a  $2400,000  grant  to  York 
University,  payable  in  ten  instalments,  the  remaining  nine  instalments  being  in  equal  annual  amounts 
of  $264,000. 

Provision  For  Capital  Expenditures  By  Special  2- Mill  Levy  (See  page  58) 

A  special  levy  of  $11,045,0S9  (equivalent  to  2  mills)  made  in  1969  for  capital  purposes  was 
allocated,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the  relevant  order  of 
the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  Yonge 
Street  Subway  extension. 
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Administration  —  General  (See  pages  56  and  60) 

Expenditures  of  $9,372,99S  under  this  heading  represent  the  cost  of  overall  administration;  diat 
is,  administrative  costs  which  do  not  relate  specifically  to  any  one  of  the  services  which  are  dealt 
with  under  particular  functional  classifications.  Of  the  total  expenditure,  approximately  42%  was 
required  for  assessment  of  properties  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  for  which  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  was  exclusively  responsible  under  the  Act;  however,  on  January  1,  1970,  the 
Ontario  Government  assumed  this  responsibility.  The  balance  is  made  up  of  costs  for  general 
administrative  Departments  such  as  Treasury,  Audit,  Legal,  Clerk’s,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Planning  Board  and  other  expenses.  Revenues  of  $1,220,716  have  reduced  such  overall 
costs  of  administration. 

Unconditional  Per  Capita  Grant  (See  page  62) 

Under  Provincial  legislation,  the  unconditional  per  capita  grant  payable  to  municipalities  must 
be  applied  solely  in  reduction  of  the  general  tax  levy  on  residential  properties  only.  The  1969 
per  capita  grant  to  the  Metropolitan  Coi-poration  of  $7.50  resulting  in  an  actual  grant  of  $14,011,410, 
unchanged  from  1968.  The  population  base  for  the  1969  grant  was  1,868,188,  die  same  as  for  1968. 

Metropolitan  General  Levy  (See  page  62) 

In  1969  the  net  amount  (i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government  Grants  and  other  revenues)  levied 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  other  than  schools,  was  $119,919,534. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  previous  section,  the  unconditional  per  capita  grant  must  be  used  to 
reduce  general  taxation  on  residential  properties  only.  The  General  Levy  before  deduction  of  the 
amount  of  this  grant  estimated  to  be  received  in  the  year  must  be  divided  into  two  levies  in  the 
same  proportions  of  the  total  levy  as  residential  property  assessment  and  commercial  property 
assessment  respectively  bear  to  the  total  assessment. 

A  new  Section  230b  was  added  to  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  by  an  amend¬ 
ment  in  1966  and  came  into  force  on  January  1,  1967.  The  purpose  of  this  new  Section  was  to 
cushion  the  impact  of  higher  taxes  for  residents  of  the  former  municipalities,  whose  tax  rates 
were  much  lower  than  die  municipalities  which  absorbed  them  (see  page  11).  Within  the  boundaries 
of  the  four  former  municipalities  affected  by  this  section,  the  mill  rates  were  reduced  in  1969 


over  rates  charged  other  residents  for  general  purposes  as  follows: 

City  of  Toronto — Within  the  former  Village  of  Forest  Hill  4.0  mills 

—  Within  the  former  Village  of  Swansea  6.0  mills 

Borough  of  East  York  —  Widiin  the  former  Town  of  Leaside  3.0  mills 

Borough  of  York  —  Within  the  former  Town  of  Weston  0.5  mills 

This  differential  is  narrowed  in  1970  and  eliminated  in  1971. 


Accordingly,  in  1969,  the  Metropolitan  Council  provided  $567,818  for  the  above  statutory  tax 
reductions  for  general  purposes  on  the  basis  of  amounts  certified  by  the  treasurers  of  the  three 
Area  Municipalities  affected. 

The  1969  net  general  levy  was  established  in  the  following  manner:

Each  Area  Municipality  is  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  the  proportion  of  these  levies  that  the  assessed  value  of  residential  or  com¬ 
mercial  property  in  that  municipality  bears  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  residential  or  commercial 
property  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Under  The  Assessment  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to  receive  its  proportion 
of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  and  is  required  to  pay  its  share  of  all 
tax  deficiencies.  Included  in  revenues  for  1969  is  a  net  amount  of  $167,621  i.e.,  supplementary 
taxes  amounting  to  $3,571,882  less  tax  deficiencies  of  $3,404,261  treated  as  contra  thereto. 


General  Surplus  (See  page  39) 

The  surplus  for  1969  on  general  account  amounted  to  $1,660,534  (carried  forward  as  a  revenue 
item  to  abate  tire  1970  Metropolitan  Levy).  This  surplus  arose  to  the  extent  of  $2,069,079  in  ex¬ 
penditure  accounts,  less  a  decrease  of  $408,545  in  revenue  items. 


Education  (See  pages  58  and  62) 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board,  through  a  Metropolitan  levy,  is  required  to  provide 
the  six  Area  School  Boards  with  the  total  funds  necessary  for  an  educational  programme  through¬ 
out  the  Metropolitan  Area,  having  regard  to  their  varying  needs.  Legislation  also  permits  special 
discretionary  school  tax  levies,  within  prescribed  limits,  (one  and  one-half  mills  on  the  assessment 
for  public  school  purposes  and  one  mill  on  the  assessment  for  secondary  school  purposes)  to  be 
made  by  an  area  municipality  for  sums  required  by  its  board  of  education  in  excess  of  the  amount 
of  funds  provided  by  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board.  Four  of  the  six  Area  Municipalities 
made  discretionary  local  school  levies  in  1969  totalling  $1,480,711. 

Gross  expenditure  in  1969  on  account  of  education  amounted  to  $351,517,666  of  which  the 
following  were  the  major  items: 

(a)  $296,313,140  —  provision  of  funds  for  approved  net  requirements  of  the  Area  School  Boards. 

(b)  $37,341,825  —  principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect  to  all  debenture  debt  incurred 
for  school  purposes. 

(c)  $14,970,932  —  capital  expenditures  from  current  funds,  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
financed  by  the  issue  of  Metropolitan  debentures.  Legislation  permits  the  inclusion  in  the 
composite  budget  of  the  Metro  and  Area  School  Boards  of  a  total  amount  not  exceeding 
4  mills  (2  mills  on  public  school  assessment  and  2  mills  on  secondary  school  assessment) 
for  capital  expenditures  out  of  current  funds.  Accordingly,  the  total  expenditure  in  1969 
by  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  and  the  Area  School  Boards  together  amounted 
to  approximately  the  statutory  maximum  of  4  mills. 

Provincial  Government  grants  received  by  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  amounted 
to  $86,541,728  in  1969  compared  with  $77,211,719  in  1968. 

In  1969  the  net  amount  (i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government  grants,  previous  year’s  surplus,  etc.) 
levied  for  the  requirements  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  and  for  principal  and 
interest  payments  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  was  $260,502,215,  made  up  of  $144,034,737  for 
Public  School  purposes  and  $116,467,478  for  Secondary  School  purposes.  Included  in  the  Secondary 
School  amount  was  $540,350  for  Trainable  Retarded  Children’s  Schools  which  in  previous  years 
had  been  met  from  the  General  Levy.  The  responsibility  for  Retarded  Children’s  Education  Au¬ 
thorities  was  transferred  by  1968  legislation  to  school  boards,  effective  January  1,  1969. 
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In  accordance  with  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to 
levy  against  its  tax  payers  and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  a  proportion  of  these  amounts 
determined  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Public  School  purposes  —  and  amount  representing  the  pro¬ 
portion  that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  that 
municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes 
in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Secondary  School  purposes  —  an  amount  representing  the 
proportion  that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in 
that  municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School 
pm-poses  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Upon  reference  to  the  statement  on  page  64  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  School  levy  was 
distributed  on  an  assessment  of  $5,017,139,459  and  the  Secondary  School  levy  on  an  assessment  of 
$5,471,535,603.  The  difference  between  these  two  assessments  represents  property  rateable  for  the 
requirements  of  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  rather  than  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In  this 
connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Area 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board,  which  is  independent  of  both 
the  Metropolitan  Council  and  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  with  respect  to  debenture 
issuance  and  other  matters. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  General  Levy,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  its  proportion  of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  and  is 
required  to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax  deficiencies.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $7,59S,3S3  with  respect 
to  education,  less  deficiencies  of  $6,921,413,  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  for  1969  of  $676,970. 

A  surplus  of  $8,781,369  on  1969  operations  was  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the 
1970  Metropolitan  levy  for  educational  purposes.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
Ontario  Department  of  Education  in  1969  changed  the  method  of  financial  reporting  from  former 
years,  so  that  this  surplus  is  not  reflected  as  such  on  the  School  Board’s  statements. 

In  the  definitions  and  explanations  issued  by  die  Department  of  Education  concerning  the 
forms  required  to  be  submitted  to  it  by  each  Board  of  Education  is  the  following: 

“Section  13  of  Bill  241  amending  The  Schools  Administration  Act  provides  diat  the 
difference  between  the  amount  requisitioned  from  a  municipality  or  portion  thereof  and 
the  amount  that  would  have  been  requisitioned  based  on  the  actual  level  of  expenditure 
and  grants  be  treated  for  each  municipality  or  part  thereof  in  a  manner  similar  to  an 
overlevy  or  underlevy.  Consequently  there  can  be  no  surplus  or  deficit  accumulated  during 
1969,  only  overlevies  and  underlevies.” 

As  a  result  of  the  directives  of  the  Department  of  Education,  the  revenue  figure  has  been 
adjusted  to  equal  the  total  expenditure,  and  the  existence  of  a  surplus  of  $8,781,369  as  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1969  is  not  disclosed  as  such  on  the  balance  sheets.  This  amount,  however,  can  be  de¬ 


duced  as  follows:

While,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board,  the  local  boards  are 
responsible  for  the  construction  of  their  schools,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  exclusive  power 
to  issue  any  debentures  required  for  financing  of  the  cost.  The  following  table  shows  the  new 
school  projects  which  during  the  past  fourteen  years  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council:

Of  the  $62,927,000  capital  expenditures  approved  for  new  buildings  and  additions  in  1969  (i.e., 
exclusive  of  $11,426,000  cost  of  sites),  approximately  $8,446,000  under  secondary  schools  was  financed 
under  the  Provincial  Special  Vocational  Grant  plan  and  of  the  balance  of  $54,481,000,  approxi¬ 
mately  54%  is  eligible  for  Provincial  Government  grants.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Provincial 
grants  representing  about  30%  of  the  expenditure  of  $54,481,000  (i.e.  $16,344,000)  will  accrue  to  the 
School  Board.  To  the  extent  that  the  expenditure  eligible  for  grants  is  financed  by  the  issuance  of 
debentures,  the  grants  will  be  received  over  the  lifetime  of  the  respective  debenture  debts. 


It  may  be  noted  that  loan  forgiveness  amounting  to  $5,468,936  has  been  received  with  respect 
to  capital  expenditures  of  $21,875,744  during  the  years  1964  to  1967  inclusive,  which  were  ap¬ 
proved  for  financing  under  the  Federal-Provincial- Municipal  Works  Assistance  Programme. 


The  Metropolitan  Toronto  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council  have,  since  1954, 
established  maximum  amounts  (revised  from  time  to  time)  for  which  debentures  will  be  issued 
with  respect  to  various  classes  of  schools.  These  restrictions  on  capital  costs  have  operated  toward 
accomplishing  adequate  basic  educational  facilities  throughout  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area. 


Waterworks  (See  pages  58  and  62) 


The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  production,  treatment,  storage,  and  wholesale 
distribution  of  water  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  Rates  fixed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  re¬ 
quired  to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  system  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  such  maintenance, 
renewals,  depreciation,  debt  charges,  and  reserves  as  the  Council  deems  proper  and  any  surplus 
revenues  not  required  for  such  purposes  must  remain  at  the  credit  of  the  System. 


The  current  uniform  rate  charged  to  all  Area  Municipalities  for  water  is  25  cents  per  thousand 
gallons,  and  was  established  July  1,  1967. 

Current  expenditures  in  1969  with  respect  to  the  waterworks  system  amounted  to  $19,963,056 
of  which  the  major  items  were:  $5,491,117  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  stations,  fil¬ 
tration  plants,  reservoirs,  intakes,  trunk  mains,  etc.,  and  treatment  of  water,  $10,687,286  for  prin¬ 
cipal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debt,  and  $2,359,113  for  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  to  Area  Municipalities.  Revenues  for  the  year  amounted  to  $21,262,652  derived  almost  entirely 
from  wholesale  water  charges  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  The  surplus  of  $1,299,596  on  the  year’s 
operations  increased  the  accumulated  surplus  from  $3,107,295  at  January  1,  1969  to  $4,406,891  at 
the  end  of  1969. 


Capital  expenditures  for  additional  waterworks  plant,  extensions  to  existing  works  and  provision 
of  trunk  mains  amounted  to  $7,591,017  in  1969.  Since  1954,  water  filtration  capacity  has  been 
increased  from  245  million  to  400  million  gallons  daily;  trunk  mains  have  been  extended  from  94 
to  115  miles;  capacity  of  pumping  stations  from  618  million  to  1,223  million  gallons  daily  and  capa¬ 
city  of  reservoirs  from  93  million  to  220  million  gallons.  It  is  estimated  that  capital  expenditures 
of  $24,23S,000  will  be  required  to  complete  works  in  progress,  with  $22,S98,000  of  this  sum  to  be 
expended  within  the  next  five  years. 


Toronto  Transit  Commission 


The  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  has  exclusive  power 
to  provide  public  passenger  transportation  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  other  than  steam 
railways  and  taxis.

The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  as  amended,  empowers  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  operating  the  transportation  system  and,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  to  contribute  to  the  capital  costs  of  the  Commission.  Subject  to 
the  foregoing,  the  Commission  is  required  to  fix  such  tolls  and  fares  and  establish  such  fare  zones 
so  that  the  revenue  of  the  Commission  shall  be  sufficient  to  make  all  transportation  facilities  under 
its  control  and  management  self-sustaining,  after  providing  for  such  maintenance,  renewals,  deprecia¬ 
tion,  debt  charges  and  reserves  as  it  may  think  proper. 


The  comparative  income  statement  on  page  74  shows  net  earnings  of  $4,036,726  in  1969  and 
$2,412,481  in  1967,  and  losses  of  $975,156  in  1963  and  $1,185,735  in  196S.  The  present  basic  fare 
of  25  cents  with  transfer  privilege,  was  established  on  February  8,  1969,  from  the  previous  basic 
fare  of  20  cents. 


The  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  line  of  4 ’A  miles  was  completed  in  1954.  Rush-hour  traffic 
on  this  route  frequently  exceeds  the  rate  of  30,000  passengers  per  hour,  which  compares  with  a 
designed  capacity  of  40,000  passengers  per  hour.  The  University  Avenue  section  of  the  subway 
system,  opened  in  1963,  brought  into  operation  about  7  miles  of  rapid  transit  line  including  the 
Yonge  Street  route.  The  Bloor-Danforth  rapid  transit  line  from  Keele  Street  to  Woodbine  Avenue, 
8  miles,  was  placed  in  operation  in  1966. 


Extensions  to  the  Bloor-Danforth  line,  easterly  to  Warden  and  St.  Clair  Avenues  and  westerly 
to  Islington  Avenue  were  placed  in  operation  in  1968,  adding  6  miles  to  the  system.  Construction 
is  proceeding  on  an  extension  of  the  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  line  northerly  from  its  present 
terminal  at  Eglinton  Avenue,  a  distance  of  approximately  4  miles,  to  Sheppard  Avenue.  In  1969, 
Metropolitan  Council  authorized  a  further  extension  of  the  Yonge  Street  line,  for  a  distance  of 
1.5  miles  from  Sheppard  Avenue  to  Finch  Avenue,  with  the  entire  cost  of  this  extension  to  be 
borne  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.

Debenture  Debt 


The  obligation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  divides  into 
two  categories,  namely: 

(a)  the  obligation  to  provide  funds  to  the  Area  Municipalities  for  payment  of  all  outstanding 
debenture  debt  issued  by  them  prior  to  1954  for  school  purposes  and  for  works  transferred 
to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  “Assumed”). 

(b)  the  obligation  to  holders  of  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of 

(i)  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  including  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Library  Board, 

(ii)  any  Area  Municipality,  and 

(iii)  Boards  of  Education  in  the  Metropolitan  Area,  not  including  the  Separate  School 
Boards.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  “Issued”).  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  should  be  noted  that  since  January  1,  1954,  no  Area  Municipality  has 
had  the  power  to  issue  debentures.  All  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan 
Council  are  direct,  joint  and  several  obligations  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
and  the  Area  Municipalities. 

The  statement  on  page  78  inchoates  such  debt  position  as  at  December  31,  1969.  It  will  be 
seen  that  $502,218,850  of  the  total  debt  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1969  represents  debt  of  the 
Waterworks  System,  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  debt  issued  for  the  purposes  of  specific  Area 
Municipalities,  and  debt  for  Administration  of  Justice  facilities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  the  Water¬ 
works  System  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  are  provided  from  the  revenues  of  these  utilities. 
Funds  for  payment  of  debt  issued  for  specific  Area  Municipalities  are  provided  by  them  either  by 
tax  levies  or  other  revenues.  From  January  1,  1968,  funds  for  the  payment  of  Administration  of 
Justice  debt  are  provided  by  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The  balance  of  the  debt  amounting  to 
$881,059,204  will  be  repaid  by  Metropolitan  General  and  Education  levies  against  all  Area  Muni¬ 
cipalities  on  their  relative  assessments. 


Though  not  forming  part  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  debt,  it  is  of  interest  to  add  to  the 
above  figures  the  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion  has  not  become  responsible  for  repayment  and  thereby  present  a  consolidated  debenture  debt 
statement  with  respect  to  the  whole  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  this  connection,  a  very  compre¬ 
hensive  statement  is  submitted  on  pages  80  and  81  of  this  report  showing  the  municipalities  which 
have  issued  the  debentures,  and  the  amounts  thereof  for  which  each  is  required  to  specifically  levy, 
after  deduction  of  the  debts  on  account  of  Waterworks,  the  Transit  Commission,  and  Hydro-Electric 
Systems. 

The  Table  on  page  79  shows: 

(a)  a  summary  of  the  information  as  at  December  31,  1969,  contained  in  the  above-mentioned 
statement,  together  with  comparative  figures  from  January  1,  1954,  and 

(b)  Debenture  Debt  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area  Municipalities  as  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1969,  according  to  places  of  payment 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  power  to  issue  either  instalment  debentures  or  sinking  fund 
debentures.  The  Act  provides  that  upon  the  issue  of  sinking  fund  debentures,  a  specific  annual  sinking 
fund  amount  shall  be  raised  which,  with  the  estimated  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3%  %  per 
annum  capitalized  yearly,  will  be  sufficient  to  repay  such  debentures  in  full  at  muturity  (Sinking  Fund 
deposits  re  Metropolitan  Toronto  debentures  are  based  on  interest  improvement  rate  of  3%  per 
annum).  All  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  under  the  sole  control  and  management  of  a  Sinking 
Fund  Committee  composed  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  two  members 
appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The  committee  is  required  to  keep  one  or  more 
consolidated  bank  accounts  in  which  sinking  fund  monies  and  earnings  and  proceeds  of  sinking  fund 
investments  are  deposited.  Sinking  Fund  investments  are  limited  to  securities  which  are  trustee  in¬ 
vestments  under  The  Trustee  Act  (Ontario) - including  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 

— although  certain  temporary  advances  and  loans  may  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation.  See  pages  43-45  and  82  for  outstanding  Sinking  Fund  Debentures  and  Sinking 
Fund  financial  statements.

An  offer  to  sell  a  debenture  in  the  amount  of  $30,657,000  for  school  purposes, 
dated  August  15,  1969,  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs 
and  accepted  by  The  Ontario  Education  Capital  Aid  Corporation  on  November 
12.  1969.  In  accordance  with  the  procedure  then  in  effect,  by-laws  98-69  to 
101-69  inc’usive  were  passed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  on  September  25,  1969 
and  the  debenture  (interest  rate  ll/->%)  was  dated  October  1,  1969.  On  December 
12,  1969  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  was  advised  by  the  Director,  Securities 

Branch,  Department  of  Treasury  and  Economics,  that  the  Securities  Branch  was 
holding  the  debenture  pending  actual  purchase  by  The  Ontario  Education  Capital 
Aid  CorT)0’*ation.  The  issuance  of  this  debenture  has  been  reflected  in  “net  long 
term  liabilities”  and  “capital  outlay  to  be  recovered  in  future  years’. 

The  purchase  of  the  above  debenture  was  effected  by  The  Ontario  Education 

Capital  Aid  Corporation  in  four  instalments,  the  first  instalment  being  received 
on  January  27,  1970  and  the  final  instalment  on  April  13,  1970.  The  Ontario 

Education  Capital  Aid  Corporation  determined  that  the  effective  rate  of  interest 
should  be  81/4%,  being  the  rate  which  was  in  effect  on  the  day  of  payment  of 
final  instalment.  Accordingly,  the  net  proceeds  were  determined  to  be  $29,006,514 
i.e.  a  dPcount  of  $1,650,486  on  the  par  value  of  $30,657,000,  and  a  receivable 
of  $29  586,057  inclusive  of  accrued  interest  of  $579,543  to  December  31,  1969, 

from  The  Ontario  Education  Capital  Aid  Corporation  was  recorded  in  the  books 
of  account  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.

(a)  Due  to  the  lengthy  processes  involved  in  the  agreement  of  the  valuation  of 
properties  expropriated  for  capital  improvements  there  were  a  number  of 
settlements  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  complexities 
of  arriving  at  valuations  of  such  properties  no  liability  has  been  brought  to 
accout  or  determined  for  such  outstanding  property  settlements  as  at  December

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(b)  Unpaid  progress  certificates  for  work  performed  to  December  31,  1969,  in 
respect  of  capital  improvements  authorized  by  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board, 
have  been  recorded  as  liabilities  as  at  that  date.  No  liability  has  been  brought 
to  account  or  determined  in  respect  of  the  balance  of  the  contractual  obligations 
existing  at  that  date  for  work  to  be  completed  subsequent  thereto.

(c)  The  approval  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  of  the  construction  of  northerly 
extensions  to  the  Yonge  Street  Subway  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $110,929,000 
of  which  $93,484,000  (less  provincial  subsidies  and  sales  of  surplus  lands)  is 
to  be  borne  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  subject  to  the  condition  that 
in  1969  and  each  year  thereafter  until  further  order  of  the  Board,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Council  will  include  in  its  levy  for  current  purposes  an  amount  equal 
to  two  mills  on  the  total  of  the  assessment  for  general  purposes  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  levy  are  to  be  used  to  finance  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s 
share  of  the  total  cost  of  this  project. 

(d)  The  Metropolitan  Council  has  adopted  a  policy  of  approval  of  construction 
grants  for  hospital  purposes  on  the  basis  that  individual  grants  exceeding 
$100,000  would  be  payable  in  5  equal  annual  instalments.  No  contractual 
liability  exists  as  at  December  31,  1969,  in  respect  of  unpaid  instalments  of 
such  grants,  but  undertakings,  subject  to  re-approval  by  the  Metropolitan 
Council  in  the  years  in  question,  have  been  given  for  payments  of  instalments 
of  hospital  grants  amounting  to  $1,133,106  in  1970,  $633,616  in  1971,  $633,616 
in  1972,  $383,989  in  1973,  and  $279,728  in  1974. 

(e)  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act,  1968-69,  Section 
10,  provides  that  the  Metropolitan  Council  may  make  a  grant  to  York  University 
in  the  amount  of  $2,400,000  with  the  amount  of  $24,000  to  be  paid  in  1969  and 
the  balance  in  nine  equal  instalments  of  $264,000  commencing  in  the  year  1970. 
The  final  instalment  of  $264,000  is  payable  in  1978. 

(f)  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Per¬ 
forming  Arts  Corporation  Limited  to  purchase  the  O’Keefe  Centre  for  the 
Performing  Arts  for  the  sum  of  $2,750,000  payable  in  ten  equal  annual  instal¬ 
ments  of  $275,000  of  which  the  first  instalment  was  paid  in  1968. 

(g)  On  October  18,  1960,  the  Metropolitan  Council  passed  By-law  Number  1288 
“to  provide  pensions  and  death  benefits  to  members  of  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Force”.  This  by-law  was  duly  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs 
on  November  2,  1960.  Subsection  2  of  Clause  No.  10  of  the  by-law  requires  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  to  pay  into  the  fund  an  amount  of  $125,800  annually 
commencing  in  1960,  up  to  and  including  1981,  and  $50,800  annually  in  the 
years  1982  to  1984  inclusive. 

(h)  While  the  primary  responsibility  for  providing  public  housing  for  families  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto  rests  with  the  Ontario  Housing  Corporation,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  has  entered  into  agreements  with  the  Ontario  Housing 
Corporation  whereby  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  will  meet  7!/2  per  cent  of 
the  annual  operating  deficit  arising  from  the  provision  of  certain  public  housing 
in  the  Metropolitan  area.  Payments  bv  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  O.H.C. 
in  1969  in  this  respect  amounted  to  $293,817.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the 
Current  Estimates  for  1970  for  an  expenditure  of  $330,000  in  this  respect. 

(i)  The  Metronolitan  Corporation  entered  into  agreements  with  the  Ontario  Water 
Resources  Commission  and  the  Township  of  Toronto  (now  Town  of  Mississauga) 
under  which  the  O.W.R.C.  built  the  Lakeview  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and 
certain  extensions  thereto  on  behalf  of  the  two  municipalities. 

On  November  15,  1968,  The  Metronolitan  Council  gave  approval  of  the 
entering  into  new  agreements  with  O.W.R.C.  effective  June  17,  1969,  whereby 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  would  turn  over  its  ownership  in  the  Lakeview 
Sewage  Treatemnt  Plant,  subiect  to  reimbursement  satisfactory  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation,  and  would  pay  a  service  charge  thereafter  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  sewage  at  the  Lakeview  Sewage  Treatment  Plant,  initially  at  a  rate 
of  22<i  per  thousand  gallons  of  sewage  until  the  31s  tday  of  December.  1971. 
The  agreement  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  has  been  entered  into  bv  O.W.R.C. 
and  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  under  which  payments  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  to  the  O.W.R.C.  for  the  period  June  17,  1969,  to  December  31, 
1969,  amounted  to  $268,999.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  current  estimates 
for  1970  for  an  expenditure  of  $562,000,  in  this  resnect. 

Terminating  agreements  to  be  effective  June  17.  1969  covering  the  discharge 
or  assumption  by  O.W.R.C.  of  existing  debt,  the  disposition  of  certain  operating 
reserves,  and  a  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  by  the  O.W.R.C.  in 
respect  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  equity  in  the  plant  and  extensions 
have  not  been  finalized  as  of  the  date  of  this  report. 

(j)  Under  the  Sick  Pay  Credit  Plans  for  employees  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
unused  sick  leave  credits  accumulate  and  employees  with  specified  minimum 
service  requirements  become  entitled  to  a  cash  payment  on  resignation  or 
retirement.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  meet  the  cost 
of  such  pavments  from  the  revenue  of  the  year  in  which  the  liability  b°comes 
payable.  No  liability  has  been  brought  to  account  in  respect  of  unused  sick 
leave  credits  as  at  December  31.  1969,  but  the  total  accrued  liability  for  such 
accumulated  credits,  to  the  extent  that  thev  could  be  taken  in  cash  bv  employees 
on  termination  of  service,  amounted  to  $3,576,036  at  the  end  of  the  year.

(a)  The  total  1969  debenture  debt  as  at  December  31,  1969  of  $346,440,551  ($225,204,120  Elemen¬ 
tary  and  $121,236,431  Secondary)  and  assets  related  thereto,  includes  $34,388,130  ($24,669,679 
Elementary  and  $9,718,451  Secondary)  with  respect  to  debentures  payable  in  currency  of  the 
United  States  converted  at  the  exchange  rate  of  $1  U.S.  is  equal  to  $1  Canadian. 

(b)  In  accordance  with  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  interest  earned  in  Sinking 
Fund  investments  is  accumulated  at  3%  per  annum  and  is  reflected  in  the  actuarial  require¬ 
ment  noted  above.  Prior  year’s  interest  earned  in  excess  of  3%  in  the  amount  of  $3,602,646 
for  Elementary  and  $1,312,406  for  Secondary  will  be  applied  in  reduction  of  the  amount  to 
be  recovered  from  future  tax  levies  in  accordance  with  Ontario  Municipal  Board  orders, 
P8171-69  and  PS172-69. 


It  is  estimated  that  interest  at  the  statutory  rate  of  3  %  over  the  remaining  life  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  Debentures  will  reduce  the  amount  to  be  recovered  from  future  tax  levies  by  an  additional 
$34,5S0,898  for  Elementary  and  $18,910,148  for  Secondary.  Interest  earned  in  excess  of  3%  may, 
with  approval  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  be  used  to  further  reduce  the  amounts  to  be  re¬ 
covered  from  future  tax  levies.
